MISSOURI MILITARY ACADEMY 
AT MEXICO, MO., BURNED. 


MANY SERIOUSLY INJURED. 


Some Heroic Rescues Described, With 
a Full List of the Twenty- 
One Sufferers. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEXICO, Mo., Sept. 24.—At 1 o’clock this 
morning the buildings of the Missouri Mill- 
tary Academy, situated in the extreme 
southwestern portion of this city, about a 
mile from the public square, were destroyed 
by fire. 

There wee in the building about 100 boys 
and. young men, students at the academy, 
besides the professors. 

The fire was in full swing before ‘the 
alarm was given and all egress was shut 
gut. For this reason many were seriously 
‘burned and bruised, as they had to jump 
out of the windows or be thrown out. 

The wonder is that there werg no fatali- 
ties under the circymstances, but so far 
no one is dead. ) 

Below is given a full list of these whose 
injuries are at all serious:

No one had any adequate idea of how the 
fire originated or the exact time it started. 
It is known ‘to have first begun its work 
of destruction in the efist wing of the main 
building and many circumstances seem to 
indicate arson, However, it may. have been 
the work of the festive and forbidden cig- 
aretie, though this is hardly possible, for 
the officers in charge had just about an 
hour and a half before the fire’ burst out 
in all its fury, completed inspection, going | 
into every boy’s-room in the entire build- 
ing and satisfying himself that all was well. 

The experience of one was about the ex- 
perience of all—a sudden bewildering awak- 
ening to find the room filled with fame and 
smoke, a wild dash for life and in numerous 
cases à narrow escape from a horrible 
death. 

When most of the boys in the second and 
third stories of the building became aware 
of the danger they were in, egcape by the 
stairway was already cut off, and the ply 
chance left them to keep from being cre- 
mated alive was to jump from the windows. 
This many of them did, while the more tim- 
orous held back and had to be literally 
thrown from the blazing rooms by their 
more resolute fellow students. 


Many were the young heroes who proved 
last night what they were made of. Among 
these deserving especial mention, was Cadet 
Clopton, som ef the well-known United 
States District Attorney of this city, who 
had the presence of mind to seize his bugle 
and blow the flre-call even though his room 
was then ablaze. Cadet W. W. Austin of 
Carrollton also will have the life-long grat- 
itude of a number of his fellow schoolmates 
for aiding their escape from the holocaust.

As a matter of fact, by securing these 
two exceptions on the back of the green- 
back a market was made for about $150,000,- 
000 of gold a year. 

Taking advantage of this demand they 
ran the premium on gold as high as 105 per 
cent at one time, and altogether they made 
out of the operation over $750,000,000. This 
vast sum was charged up to the goods im- 
ported and amounted to an additional tarif 
tax to that extent—not for the benefit of 
the public treasury, but for. the benefit of

STOVES THAT MAY HAVE SEEN 
BETTER DAYS. 


QUEER SYSTEM OF HEATING. 


In the Old City Hall There Are Many 
Kinds of Heaters and 
Fuel. 


The ol4 City Hall heating system is the 
wonder of the nineteenth century. How 
the old barn has survived is a mystery that 
will never be solved. 

About this time each year the trouble be- 
gins and goes on day after day until sum- 
mer comes again. The stove man and the 
janitor work in conjunction to make the 
life of the office-holder a burden. Miles and 
miles of old stove-pipe are being hauled out 
and stuck up along the walls and ceilings 


and a collection of stoves is being dis- 
covered which 1 13 the heart of 
an antiquary or a jun ealer. 

The — in vogue at the City Hall 
would not be tolerated for an instant ina 
business institution. No insurance com- 

ny would give a building a second 

ought if it were heated on the City Hall 
gystem. Each office has at least one stove, 
most of them have two or more. No two. 
are alike and hardly any two burn the 
game kind of fuel. The fuel list includes 
cord wood, hard coal, egg size; hard coal, 
mut size; hard coal, boulder size; soft coal, 
common; soft coal, medium; soft coal, high 

ade; coke, charcoal and gas. 

Incidentally . official records, newspapers 

nd any old thing lying around loose goes 
nto the stoves as fuel. It is an easy way 
of getting rid of * ner work, and of 
up official blunders. 

The Mayor’s office is the swellest of the 
lot except the Supply Commissioner's. It 
has a huge, square, self-feeding hard coal 
’ burner, which has actually been 

lished and cleaned since its first intro- 

tion into the City Hall. That is the 
one in the inner office. The outer office 
has a contrivance which looks like an at- 
¢tenuated beer vat set on end. This monster 
is equipped. with a shovel like that used 
Dy a coal burner on a steamboat. Each 

arge runs it for an hour, then it is neces- 
gary to load it up again. 

The City Counselor’s outer office is heated 
with a structure which uses up several 
cords of wood a day. It has a sheet iron 
barrel lying horizontally along the top. 
This stove was polished once, it is said, 
when Overstolz was Mayor, but no record 
of it can be found in the Register’s office.

Miss Germain Hears So Many Evil

The condition of Robert J. Caufield, the 
young man who attempted to commit 
suicide at Belleville Tuesday morning at 
the hour set for his marriage to Miss Julia 
Germain, is somewhat improved, but he is 
still far from being out of danger. 

After being removed to his home, the 
doctors succeeded in forcing a few ounces 
of milk down his throat, the first nourish- 
ment taken by him in thirty-six hours. 
Under repeated injections he slowly im- 


proved, but, although he made strenuous 
efforts, he could, not articulate a word. 

He understands simple questions and 
answers such of them as can be answered 
by a shake or nod of the head. When any- 
thing is asked bim which calls for explan- 
ations, he gesticulates and ga*ps and tries 
his best to make himself understood, but 
in vain. He evidently has something on his 
mind which he is anxious to tell and the 
full return of his powers of mind and artic- 
ulation is anxiously awaited. 

It is possible, even if he recovers, that 
the wedding may not take place. The family 
of the young lady, which is one of the old- 
est and most highly respected in the county, 
feel keenly the disgrace which has been 
brought upon them by the episode, and are 
disposed to be resentful toward the young 
man. 

The relations between the two families are 
far from pleasant. They had scarcely met 
before the day of the wedding. When they 
met in the flat in the Stookey building a 
noticeable antipathy sprang up and his rel- 
atives were freely criticised for their lack 
of concern.

Christopher T. Flynn was an applicant at 
the Four Courts Wednesday for naturaliza- 
tion papers, but as the courts had ad- 
journed on account of the cold weather he 
will have to make another application. 

Flynn is not moved by patriotism, but de- 
sires to gain possession of his 6-year-old 
daughter, Dora May. He is now a British 
subject. ° 

Flynn is living at the Central House, cor- 
ner of Second and Pestalozzi streets. He 
Was seen there Wednesday afternoon by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter to whom he told 
the story, of his remarkable chase from one 
country to another in pursuit of his child. 

He says he was married eight years ago 
to the daughter of a wealthy horse-owner 
in Dublin. He was a member of a patriotic 
Irish secret society and had been shadowed 
by English detectives. 

Two years after the marriage Dora May 
was born, and a year later he, his wife and 
child were arrested while traveling in En- 

land. 

They were all held in jail a few days, 
and then Mrs. Flynn and the baby were re- 
leased. Flynn was held. Three weeks 
later he was taken to Westphale p n to 
be kept there three years as a political 
prisoner. Nothing ‘was proven against 
him except that he was a member of the 
suspected Irish society. 

His wife went back to Dublin, taking the 
child with her. He wrote to her, but never 
received a reply. He attributed that to the 
prison discipline, thinking that the Warden 
retained and destroyed all mail, going and 
coming. 

When he was released two years ago he 
took the first train for Liverpool and then 
the boat for Dublin. He went direct to his 
old home and rang the door bell. The door

Lone LOST CHILD. 


CHRISTOPHER T. FLYNN WANTS 
TO BE A CITIZEN. 


WAS ONCE AN IRISH PATRIOT. 


Claims His Wife Married While He

Flynn is living at the Central House, cor- 
ner of Second and Pestalozzi streets. He 
Was seen there Wednesday afternoon by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter to whom he told 
the story, of his remarkable chase from one 
country to another in pursuit of his child. 

He says he was married eight years ago 
to the daughter of a wealthy horse-owner 
in Dublin. He was a member of a patriotic 
Irish secret society and had been shadowed 
by English detectives. 

Two years after the marriage Dora May 
was born, and a year later he, his wife and 
child were arrested while traveling in En- 

land. 
s hey were all held in jail a few days, 
and then Mrs. Flynn and the baby were re- 
leased. Flynn was held. Three weeks 
later he was taken to Westphale prison to 
be kept there three years as a political 

risoner. Nothing ‘was proven against 

im except that he was a member of the 
suspected Irish society. 


His wife went back to Dublin, taking the 


child with her. He wrote to her, but never 
— a reply. He attributed that to the 

on discipline, thinking that the Warden 
retained and destroyed all mail, going and 
coming. 

When he was released two years ago he 
took the first train for Liverpool and then 
the boat for Dublin. He went direct to his 
old home and rang the door bell. The door 

as opened by the maid, who had been in 
Ws employ before he was imprisoned. He 
started in, but she closed the door. 

He waited a few minutes and then his 
wife stuck her head out of the second- 
story window and did not seem to recognize 
him. She asked him what he wanted. 

He told her who he was and she laughed 
at him. 

“Why, you are an ex-convict, and I am 
married again,” she said. 

Then a man opened the door and demand- 

ed why Flynn was there. He started to ex- 
plain, but his wife’s new husband closed 
the door. 
While he had been in prison his wife had 
secured a divorce in the English courts 
and married Bernard Stears, and went to 
live in his, Flynn’s, house. 

Flynn then began legal proceedings to ob- 

in possession of the child, but soon after 
the matter was taken into the courts, 
Stears and his wife.care to the United 
AN ane Flynn followed them and the 

He found them in an apartment house on 
West Eighty-fourth street, New York, and 
called to get them to give up the child. But 
he never got to see them, and when they 
found he Was in New York they kept 
moving from one part of town to another 
in an effort to avoid him. 

After a year of these tactics they moved 
to Chicago, and Flynn followed. He did 
not have great quantity of money, and 
upon arriving in Chicago he began taking 
contracts for the erection of houses, work 
ing himself on the structures. But he kept 
an- eye on his former wife, her husband 
and above all on the little girl. 

Two months age Stears brought his wife 
and the child to St. Louis and Flynn says 
they are now living in the only house in 
Taylor's pasture at Goodfellow and St. 
Louis avenues. A Post-Dispatch reporter 
was unable to find them Wednesday. 

Flynn came here a few weeks after they 
arrived and not being in a flourishing finan- 
cial condition secured the unpretentious 
quarters at the Central House, 

He is now working as a carpenter on a 
row of flate in South St. Louis and says 
that the constant moving has also reduced 
Stears to straitened circumstances, and 
that he will be now tnable to avoid him 
further. é,

YOUNG CAUFIELD CANNOT TELL 
| WHY HE TOOK POISON. 


HIS FIANCEE IN DISTRESS. 


Miss Germain Hears So Many Evil 
Stories About Caufield That She 
Broke the Engagement. 


The condition of Robert J. Caufield, the 
young man who attempted to commit 
suicide at Belleville Tuesday morning at 
the hour set for his marriage to Miss Julia 
Germain, is somewhat improved, but he is 
still far from being out of danger. 

After being removed to his home, the 
doctors succeeded in forcing a few ounces 
of milk down his throat, the first nourish- 
ment taken by him in thirty-six hours. 
Under repeated, injections he slowly im- 


proved, but, although he made strenuous 
efforts, he could, not articulate a word. 

He understands simple questions and 
answers such of them as can be answered 
by a shake or nod of the head. When any- 
thing ts asked bim which calls for explan- 
ations, he gesticulates and gaps and tries 
his best to make himself understood, but 
in vain. He evidently has something on his 
mind which he is anxious to tell and the 
full return of his powers of mind and artic- 
ulation is anxiously awaited. 

It is possible, even if he recovers, that 
the wedding may not take place. The family 
of the young lady, which is one of the old- 
est and most highly respected in the county, 
feel keenly the disgrace which has been 
brought upon them by the episode, and are 
disposed to be resentful toward the young 
man. 

The relations between the two families are 
far from pleasant. They had scarcely met 
before the day of the wedding. When they 
met in the flat in the Stookey building a 
noticeable antipathy sprang up and his rel- 
atives were freely criticised for their lack 
of concern. 

At first Mrs. Caufield wanted to take her 
son home, but Wednesday morning she 
said she was going to sell her furniture 
and had no place for him. When he was 
asked if he wanted to go home he shook 
hig head. Dr. Stookey saw that it was im- 
possible for him to receive proper atten- 
tion there and ordered him taken home. 

Neither Miss Germain nor any of her 
family have visited him there. When the 
young lady was asked if she would go and 
see him after he recovered the power of 
speech, she said she supposed she would, 
as he had evidently something which he 
wanted to tell her.
